imiorsé the alignment of ‘the roads as 
set forth in the report recommended 
by the Highway Commission, and that 
after investigation we are satisfied 
that the estimates of the cost of said 
road construction have been carefully, 
systematically, and accurately com- 
piled, and we further believe that said 
Hignway Commission is composed of 
men who are competent and thorough- 
ly trurtworthy, and will see to it that 
the funds are economically and satis- 
factorily expended, and that they are 
ampiy protected in doing the game, by 
the law under which they are consti- 
tuted. 

Second, that we believe this action 
should receive the unqualified support 
of every voter and taxpayer in the 
county of Los Angeles who is loyal 
to ite bests interests and should com- 
mand their utmost individual and co}- 
lective service from now until the 
close of the day of election, as this 
question ts of paramount and imme- 
diate limportance to the present and 
future welfare of this great county.

MORE HORSES IN PARIS. 

While New York and London are talking about the 
| displacement of horses in the city streets and the possi- 
bility of their final disappearance from the cities 
through the growing use of electricity and of automo- 
| biles, the number of horses used in Paris grows at a 
rapid rate. 
The latest enumeration of the vehicles circulating in 
the French capital shows an increase in horse drawn 
| carriages for public hire alone of 33 1-3 per cent., in eight 
years. In seventeen years omnibuses and street cars 
have increased almost two and a half times in number. 

There are now 16,000 carriages for public hire drawn 
by horses, as against 12,000 in 1900, and the omnibuses 
and street cars have increased from 845 in 1891 to 2000. 

Private carriages drawn by horses number 9000, mer- 
chant wagons 18,700, trucks 40,000, carriages and wagons 
of the municipality 1800. 

Of automobiles in Paris there are 12,000 in private 
ownership, and there are 2250 automobiles for 
hire.—{New York Sun. 7

MANCIPATION.—In Ibsen's play “Rosmersholm,” 


which was recently so ably presented in Los Ange- 
les by Mrs. Fiske and her talented company, the 
word “emancipated” is made use of many times, in the 
intellectually brilliant dialogues, which are so suggestive 
and insistent as to cause one to forget the great lack of 
action and dramatic situations in the play itself. 
The play carries with it no cheering message to hu- 
manity and will therefore never become popular. _ 
The word “emancipated” is made use of in connection 
with the wave of liberal thinking which is sweeping over 


the little town near which the scene of the tragedy of 


“advanced ideas” is laid. Ibsen seems to hold the same 
narrow views about emancipation as we continually find 
among some “New Thought” and other so-called “pro- 
gressive thinking” clubs in this day of mental unrest. 

The spiritual essence of the word emancipation has a 
greater significance and a far more reaching effect than 
when used, as ordinarily, in connection with” freedom 
from religious and social conventionalities. The great 
trouble with a good many so-called “free thinkers” is 
that when they reach a certain stage of development, 
and when the mental pendulum swings forward, they are 
apt to be carried away with the force of the swing and 
lose their balance and their bearings. In their mad 
scramble to regain that poise, which should come with 
enlightened knowledge, they say and do many things, in 
direct violence to their own sane normal convictions, 
which gives the dogmatic conservative element a good 
opportunity to wisely shake their heads, and hold up 
their hands in holy horror of being contaminated with 
any new ideas not in harmony with the traditions 
legends of the past. oe 

The persons who have been truly awakened to the 
knowledge of spiritual consciousness will not be heard 
of in the affinity divorce courts, or other courts, looking 
for justice; and they will not be heard proclaiming on 
the housetops their claims to self-glorification. They 
will not become money mad, and they will not herald 
their entrance into the financial and social arena with 
loud trumpets, and shouts of that much lately maga- 
zine-vaunted word, “success.” — | 

They will have a much higher appreciation of what 
success really means, and they will know and under- 
stand that it is not always experienced through the ac- 
cumulation of dollars and cents, no matter how honestly 
they have been acquired. As they continue to grow in 
spiritual knowledge they will more fully appreciate that 
this world of skillful egotism and active amibitions is a 
world revolting to the proud and upright soul; but they 
will further know and understand that it is their busi- 


ness to learn to live in it, as it is a world of men; and 


all these struggling men are their brothers who will also 
some time awaken to the necessity of developing the 
best within them. When they do, they will have devel- 
oped to an appreciation of the First and Great Com- 
mandment.

A LanD Wuicu SUPPLIES WORKMEN 
FOR THE RAND MINES. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


AMBOO CREEK (Portuguese East Africa.)—Away 
B out here in the jungle, in the miasmatic lowlands 
back of the Indian Ocean, about 2000 miles north- 
east of Cape Town, in the heart of Portuguese Africa, I 
find an American managing a cotton plantation. He is 
employed by the Rhodesia Company, and he has set out 
a tract of about 500 acres along the line of the railroad, 
which runs from Beira to Bulawayo. His work is en- 
tirely experimental. The company owns three miles on 
each side its tracks, and it hopes to develop a great 
cotton industry in the Portuguese possessions. 
The cotton is now two months old and it is already 
knee-high. The plants look thrifty, and the fields are 
as clean as a garden. They are watched day and night 


in May. The plants ripen at different times and the 
Egyptian cotton later than the American cotton. The 
picking season continues throughout the summer. 

I understand that the Mozambique Company, which 
controls this great territory, has sold 5000 acres of land 
to a syndicate in the province of Mozambique, and that 
this syndicate intends to raise cotton upon it. The land 
is to be irrigated and tramways are already being built 
on the plantation. Steam and motor plows are to be 
imported and the estate will have the most up-to-date of 
labor-saving appliances. 

An Odd Contract-Labor System. 

During my talk with Mr. Stillson, I asked him some 
questions as to the men who work his plantation. Said 
he: 
“We use the negroes, and hire them through the Mo- 
zambique Company. This company has control of the 
natives and they are forced to do as it says.

His name 
is Stillson, and he comes from Meridian, Miss. He tells 
me that one of the chief dangers is from the wild beasts.

The leopard was asleep, and 
they sneaked up on him and sunk their mattocks into 
his brain. Mr. Stillson says that the tracks the hippo- 
potami make are each as big around as a dinner plate, 
and that if they get into the fields they ruin the plants. 


Cotton in South Africa. 


I talked with this man as to the prospects of raising 
cotton in this part of the workd. He tells me that there 
is a vast deal of available land, both in this region and 
farther south. Some cotton has been grown on the Ma- 
puto River, not far from Lourenco Marques, and experi- 
ments are being made in other parts of Portuguese East 
Africa. The cotton raised here at Bamboo Creek has.a 
longer fiber than that from the same seed when grown 
in America. Mr. Stillson is experimenting with our cot- 
ton and with Egyptian cotton. He uses a steam plow to 
break up the ground, and then runs American cultiva- 
tors over it, The cotton that is now grown here was 
planted last December, and the first picking took place

and takes the 30 cents as its commission. That is the 
way all labor is furnished here. We have now 150 men 
in the fields, and we get them all from the company. If 
a man shirks or refuses to work, we send him to the 
military commandant for punishment, and if he will not 
work after that he is put in jail and another man is sent 
in his place.” 

“What punishments are used in such -ases?” : 

“The most common one is slapping the man on the 
hand with a web strap, which sucks up the skin. The 
suction is like that of a piece of leather pressed against 
a flat stone. It is very painful, but it does not usually 
lay a man up for more than a day or so at a time.” 
| “What hours do your men work?” 
“From sunrise to sunset. They work hard, and I 
should say they are as good hands inthe cotton 
fields as our negroes at home. They are much like our 
negroes, but they are on the whole better formed and, if 
anything, more muscular.” 


Portuguese Natives for African Mines. 


Portuguese East Africa is now one of the chief sources 
of the labor supply of the mines of the Transvaal. Be- 
fore the Chinese were imported four-fifths of the negro 
workmen were brought in from the outside, and mostly 
from this region. The miners paid about $3 a head to

The city of Beira is not as prosperous as it has been 
in the past. Its population has fallen off since the Boer 
War, and it now has 600 or 700 whites, about 1500 ne- 
groes and a considerable number of East Indians. It is 
a town of banks, stores and hotels. It has a street-car 
line, but the cars are little four-wheeled affairs, each 
large enough to hold but two persons, and they are 
pushed over the tracks by negroes, who run along be- 
hind. 


Lourenco Marques. 


Lourenco Marques, on the other hand, is rapfdly grow- 
ing. It is lighted by electricity, and there are lines of 
electric tramways which connect its various sections. It 
has a new postoffice, a new railway station and many 
new buildings. The great marsh at the back of the city 
has been drained and the mosquito plague is practically 
wiped out. The town is rapidly becoming the chief port 
for the Transvaal, and it is where our American goods 
for that region are now landed. 

The city has one of the best harbors on the African 
continent. It is known as Delagoa Bay. It is twenty- 
eight miles long and about fourteen miles wide, and it 
reminds one of Manila Bay in its extent. Indeed, it 
could contain at one time all the ships which come to 
Africa and have room to spare.

Probably the prettiest way of entering the mountains 
from Los Angeles or vicinity is through the Arroyo 
Seco. From the mouth of this cafion, near Altadena, 
up many miles of its devious way, a wagon road leads 
one through as beautiful a scene as can be found in the 
hills. The running stream, the trees, the flowers, the 
precipitous sides of the cafion, all form a constantly 
changing picture, while the quiet which surrounds one, 
lulls the tired, overworked nerves to rest.

The Sturtevant trail, commencing at Sierra Madre 
and running up Santa Anita Cafion into the West Fork 
of the San Gabriel River, extends for a distance of 
about fifteen miles and is one of the most important 
trails in this section of the mountains. Although this 


route has been used for many years by travelers, the © 


trail was not put in good condition until last winter 
About half way up the trail is located Sturtevant’s 
Camp, from which point another trail leads up to 
Mount Wilson.. Several other resorts are located along 
the same route. Eventually this trail will be extended 
through the mountains to the desert side. 


What is known as the Monrovia trai] starts at Mon- 
rovia, leads up Monrovia Cafion into the head of Fish 
Cafion, thence to Pine Mountain, where it connects with 
the trai¥ to Rincon, one of the resorts in the San Ga- 
briel Cafion. By the completion of this trail one of 
the most attractive and popular portions of the moun- 
tains has been rendered easily accessible from Mon- 
rovia, and in conjunction with the Rincon trail, a loop 
has been formed allowing travelers to go from Monrovia 
to Azusa over a first-class trail. 


The Roberts Cafion trai] starts at the mouth of the 
San Gabriel Cafion, runs up the east side of Roberts 
Cafion to the ridge, thence along the ridge to the head 
of Water Cafion, thence to the divide between the Fish 
Cafion watershed and the San Gabriel watershed. 
Where the Monrovia trail joins, it goes over onto the 
north side, around the head of the cafion, and follows 
down on the east side of that cafion to Rincon. 


The Big Dalton trail starts at the mouth of Bell Cafi- 


ron, thence follows up the ridge between Bell and Wolf | 


cafions, and around the head of Bell Cafion to con- 
nect with the trail from the West Fork of the San 
Dimas, thence along the ridge to the head of Stanch- 
field trail, which latter trail drops down to the mouth 
of Cattle Cafion. 


The Woods trail starts betweén the Big and Little 
Dajton Cafions, and runs in a northerly direction along 
the ridge and drops down to the eastern branch of the 
San Gabriel at its junction with Horse Cafion. 

The Whitcomb trail is a short trail leading from 
Glendora to the top of the hill, where it connects with 
several other trails leading in various directions. 

The Live Oak Cafion trail runs up as far as the divide 
east of San Dimas Cafion, thence across Wolfskill 
Cafion and up to Brown's Flat. About two miles this 
side of Brown's Flat, another trail branches off and runs 
to the divide between Evey and Paimer cafions, while 
one trail runs down Evey Cafion to the mouth of San 
Antonio Cafion. Another trail follows Palmer Cafion 
to its mouth. : 


San Antonio Cafion has a fine wagon road running up 
as far as the power-house, and from where the road 
leaves off a trail jeads up to the summit of old Baldy. 

The Keenbrook trai] starts at the ranger’s headquar- 
ters in Lytle Creek, below the hot springs, and runs 
over the ridge to thé east, dropping down on the Cajon 
side below Keenbrook station. :

ing a species of Malay termed orang sungei (river peo- 
ple.) So, as I was anxious to see the real head-hunting 
Dyak, I determined to go to Sarawak, which is in quite 
a different part of Borneo. To do this, I had to return 
to Singapore and from thence after a two days’ voyage 
I found myself at Kuching, the capital of Sarawak. Ex- 


cept for a Chinese towkey I was the only saloon passen- 


ger, as strangers rarely visit this country. 
Picturesque Kuching. | 


Kuching is about twenty-five miles up the Sarawak 
River, and contains about 30,000 inhabitants, chiefly Ma- 
lays and Chinese with about fifty Europeans who are for 
the most part government officials or belong to the Bor- 
neo Company, Limited. This company is very wealthy 
and owns the only steamship line, plying between Singa- 
pore and Kuching. It has several gold mines and a 
great quantity of land planted to pepper, gambier, gutta 


percha and rubber. The Rajah will not allow any other 


company or private individual to buy lands or open 
up an estate, neither will he allow any traders in the 
country. 


It would be difficult to imagine a more picturesque | 


town than Kuching. It chiefly consists of substantial 
Chinese dwellings of brick and plaster, with beautiful 
tile work of quaint.figures, while temples glittering with 
gold peep out of thick luxuriant tropical growth. Two

_Head-Hunters Captured. 
| Toward evening we reached the village of Song and 
stayed here all night, fastening our launch to the bank.

Leaving Song at 5:30 the next morn- 
ing, we arrived at Kapit about 10 a.m. and put up at the 
fort, which was a large one.

Horrifying Heads Inspected. 


The next morning, Hose suddenly called out to. me 
that if I wished to inspect the heads I would find them 
hanging up under the cannon platform by the river, and 
he sent a Dyak to undo the wrappings of native cloth 
and mats in which they were done up. They were a 
sickening sight, and all the horrors of® heati-hunting 
were brought before one with vivid and startling reality 
far more than any writer could do, and one pictured 


then suddenly a rush from the outside amid the un- 
prepared Punans in their rude huts in the depths of the 
forest, a woman's scream of terror, followed by the sick- 
ening sound of hacking blows from the sharp Dyak pa- 
rangs, and the Dyak war cry, “Hoo-hah! hoo-hah!” 
rings through the night air as every single Punan, man, 
woman and child, who has not had time to escape is cut 
down in coki blood, and when all are dead the proud 
Dyaks proceed to hack off the heads of their victims and 
bind them round with rattan strings with which to 
carry them, and, returning home in triumph, are hailed 
with shouts of delight by their envious fellow-villagers, 
for this means wives, as a Dyak maiden thinks as much 
of heads as an American girl would of jewelry. The

Women the Cause of Head-Hunting. 


The brass-encircled young Dyak women are generally 
the cause of these head-hunters, as they often refuse to 
marry a man unless he has one or more heads, and in 
many cases a man is apsolutely driven to get a head if he. 
wishes to marry. The heaas are handed down from’ 
father to son, and the rank of a Dyak is generally de- 
termined by the number of heads he or his ancestors 
have collected. A Dyak goes on the warpath more for 
the sake of the heads he may get than for the honor 
and glory of the fighting. As a rule, though, there is

Stern Punishment Enforced. 


The day after we arrived at Kapit a great crowd of 
Dyaks belonging to the tribe of those implicated in the 
attack on the Punans assembled at the fort to talk with 
Dr. Hose on the matter, and the upshot of it all was

the raid, and they would about ten years’ impris- 
onment. They must return the rest of the heads. They 
must pay enormous fines, and lastly those villages which 
had men who took part in the raid must move down the 
river opposite Sibu and thus be under Hose’s-eye as well 
as under the guns of the fort. I watched the faces of 
the crowd, and it was interesting to witness their vari- 
ous emotions. Some looked stupefied, others looked 
very angry, and that they could not agree among them- 
selves was plainly evident from their angry squabbling. 
They were a curious crowd with their long black hair 
and fringes and round tattoo marks alj over their 
bodies. They finally agreed to these terms, as Hose 
told them that if they did not do so, he would come and 
make them, even if he had to kill them all. The fol- 
lowing days I witnessed large bands of Dyaks bringing © 
to the fort their fines, which consisted of large jars and 
brass gongs, which are the Dyak forms of currency. The 
total fine amounted to $5200, and the jars were carefully 
examined, the gongs weighed and their values assessed. 
Some of the jars were very old, but the older they are 
the more they are worth. Three of the poorest-looking 
ones were valued at $1400 (the dollar in Borneo is 
equivalent to 50 cents.) Of this $5200, $1200 was later 
paid to the Punans as compensation (pati nyawa.) I 
watched some Dyaks who had just brought in their 
fines, as they went away in one of their large canoes 
and as they crossed the river with a quick, short stroke 
of their paddles in splendid time, so that one heard the 
sound of their paddies as they beat against the side of 
the canoe, come in one short tr-r-up. They seemed to 
be very angry, all talking at once, and I stilj heard the 
sound of their angry voices above the paddles’ beat long 
after they had disappeared up a narrow creek on the 
other side. 

I had intended going with my two servants further up 
the river and living for some time among the Dyaks. 
but Dr. Hose made objections to my doing so. He said 
it would be very unsafe for me to live among these Kapit 
Dyaks at thé present time, as they were naturally in a 
very excitable state and would have thought little of 
killing one of the orang puteh (white men,) whom they 
no doubt considered the cause of ali their trouble. They 
would be sure to take me for a government official. Hose 
instead advised me to go up a small unexplored branch 
river below Sibu, so as the launch was returning to Sibu 
I determined to return in her, leaving Hose at Kapit. 


Curios Collected. 


During my short stay at Kapit I added very few new 
specimens to my collections of birds and butterflies; in 
fact, it was the worst collecting-ground that I struck 
during more than a year’s wanderings in Borneo. I, . 
however, made a fine collection of Dyak weapons, 
shiedis and war ornaments from our friendly Dyaks, 
who seemed very low-spirited now that there was to be | 
no fighting, and on this account they traded some of 
their property to me at a very low figure which at other 
times nothing would have induced them to part with. 

It is, with regret that space will not allow of my de- 
scribing those interesting people, the Kaians, of whom 
I saw a good many at Kapit. I retur ed to Sibu with 
Mingo, and we took with us the ringleader of the head-

| hunters. He was kept handcuffed in the hold, and he 


worked himself up into a pitiable state of fright. He 
thought he was going to be killed, and the whole of the 
voyage he was chanting a most mournful kind of song, a 
regular torrent of words going to one note. My Dyak 
servant Dubi informed me that he was singing about the 
heads he had taken and for which he was now going 
to die. | 
After a day’s stay in Sibu I went up the Sarikei River 
with my two servants and made a long stay in a Dyak 
house. I will try to describe my life ¢ mong the Dyaks 
in a lacer account. In conclusion, I must tell a rather 
amusing though tragic story told me by #éhnson, one of 
the officials at Sibu, which serves to illustrate the su- 
perstitious beliefs of the Malays. A.Chinese prisoner at 
Sibu had died, at least Johnson and Bolt both thought 
so, and they sent some of the Malay soldiers to bury 
the body on the other side of the river. A few days 
later one of them casually remarked to Johnson that 
they had often heard it said that the spirit of a man 
sometimes returned to his body again for a short time 
after death (a Malay belief.) but he (this Malay) had 
not believed it before, but he now knew that it was true. 
Johnson, much amused, asked him how that was. “Oh,” 
said the Malay, “when the Tuan (Johnson) sent us 
across the river to bury the dead man the other day, his 
spirit came back to him and his body sat up and talked, 
and we were much afraid, and seized hold of the body. 
which gave us much trouble to put it into the hole we 
had digged, and when we had quickly filled in the hole 
so that the body could not come out again, we fled away 
quickly, so now we know that the saying is true.” It 
is quite unnecessary to add that they had buried a live 
Chinaman without being aware of the fact.

Attacks upon 
the life of the Chief Magistrate are now Federal offé ; 
and even an unsuccessful attempt to kil] him is punish- 
able by death, while a mere threat to assassinate him, 
or even the advising of another to do so, is punishable 
by ten years’ imprisonment. To prevent a repetition 
of the Garfield tragedy, a separate wing of the new 
Cnion Station, now being completed in Washington, is 
being furnished and appointed for the private use of 
Presidents who hereafter will pass to their trains with- 
out exposure to platform crowds.

ORIGIN OF LOWESTOFT CHINA. 
At the end of the North Parade, Lowestoft, is the 
Warren House—a place of great interest to connoisseurs 
of china. It was here, in the eighteenth century, that 
a discovery of fine clay was made which eventually led 
to Lowestoft manufacturing the china which is now so 
rare that it is almost priceless. 
Initial experiments made by Hewlin Luson, Esq., of 
Gunton Park, near Lowestoft, with some fine clay dis- 
covered accidentally on his estate, resulted in complete 
success, and ultimately led to the opening of a factory 
at Lowestoft in 1756 for the manufacture of fine earthen- 
ware and porcelain “soft paste.” 
In 1775 a finely glazed and decorated “hard paste” was 
introduced, the efficiency and beauty of which betokened 
a brilliant success for the proprietors. Contemporary 
evidence indisputably shows that from 1770 to 1800 the 
Lowestoft works were at the zenith of their fame. Ow- 
ing, however, to the enormous expenses and difficulty 
incurred in procuring china clay from Cornwall and 
elsewhere after the original clay was exhausted, and the 
rapidly increasing competition of other makers, its 
prosperity waned, the collapse came and the works 
were closed in 1803.—[{ London Globe. 


BUSY STATE GAME FARM. 
The State game farm near Auburn is now the busiest 
place in Illinois. Already this month 8000 baby birds 
have made their appearance and in the next five days 
2000 more are expected. Mother birds are sitting pa- 
tiently on that number of eggs, and every day another. 
is made happy by the arrival of chicks. 
Thirty thousand eggs of game birds were placed this 
spring at the farm. They included pheasants, native 
quail, ducks, turkeys, and all other kinds of game that 
inhabit this State. In addition to the eggs which were 
placed under the hens at the farm the game warden, 
Dr. J. A. Wheeler, sent throughout the State 30,000 eggs 
for private use. The farm is now producing from 900 
to 1000 eggs a day from the 1400 hens. 
“Game birds in Illinois came through the winter re- 
markably well,” said Dr. Wheeler. “We have had the 
most encouraging reports from every section of the 
State. The pheasant is proving itself to be an ideal bird 
for Illinois. You cannot starve it. It will eat the bark 
on a tree before it will quit. I have been surprised at 
its hardiness.—[{Macomb Journal.

REMARKABLE NEW BUILDING FOR 


NEW YORK’s FORCE. 
By a S pecial Contributor. 

OME day we shall have an international police 
Se for the capture of big criminals, and that day 

is not far distant. Already the police nets of the 
great nations, interlocking, reach around the world, and 
New York is the headquarters for most of this intricate 
and fascinating internationa] activity. 

Within a few weeks the American metropolis will 
have in operation the most modern and important police 
headquarters in existence, the logical center for this 
remarkable world-wide movement toward cdéoperative 
suppression of crime. If this building had been de- 
signed for the contro] of the police work of the world 
it could not have been better fitted for the purpose, and, 
in fact, it is plain that the growth of international work 
has not been lost sight of in its planning. 

The local force has already taken first place for effi- 
ciency in the capture of criminals escaped from foreign 
‘shores, so that New York has come to be the best place 
in the world for the big crooks to keep away from, and 


metropolitan detectives are constantly traveling be- 


tween this and foreign centers, transferring wrong- 
doers and studying methods. Very close céoperation 
already exists between the various forces. 

The greatest headquarters abroad is England’s famous 
Scotland Yard, a group of buildings which together are

Architecture of New Building. 


New York’s new police headquarters is 308 feet long, 
80 feet wide at one end and 60 feet wide at the other. 
The architectura) scheme is the Georgian style of the 
eighteenth century, a handsome building radically dif- 
ferent from that usually associated with police work. 
On the central dome is a wireless telegraph apparatus 
so that the police may be in communication with in- 
coming and outgoing ocean steamers. It is also to be 
used in the very unlikely event of the structure being 
besieged by a mob and the telegraph wires cut. 


The two uppermost stories will be used as an armory 
and drill-room for the force, and in case of emergency 
a thousand men can be concentrated there, and, if nec- 
essary, kept over night and fed from the big kitchen 
ranges downstairs.

iron bridge, the Victoria. Its own godfather, by the 
way, was a commoner. A Scottish general, he retired 
from the army to govern New South Wales, to which in 
those early years of the last century Queensland was a 
territorial annex. But Brisbane was no ordinary figure- 
head. He was an astronomer of European repute, and— 
what the settlers appreciated more—a deputy Providence 
who conferred upon the infant colony two blessings by 
which it has since prospered—the vine and a good breed 
of horses. 


From the high iron bridge we look down upon the 
river. It is dotted with cargo boats, which bring to 
this port a goodly share of Queensland's yearly imports, 
which at the last reckoning up were valued at £29,- 
000,000. The river divides the city into two sections, 
and South Brisbane, into which the ‘bus carries us, has 
the straggling aspect of a suburb. The end of the run 
we judge to be near the limits of the city; it is a quar- 
ter of one-story dwellings, the homes probably of arti- 
sans, for there are few people about but women and chil- 
dren. In place of a lawn, the small inclosures are 
planted thickly with stocks and sweet williams, the 
favorite plants of the English cottager, raised doubtless 
from seed whith the immigrant carried out with him. 
Each little villa is labeled with a distinctive name of a 
romantic type, such as Ellangowan or Glen Albyn, like 
the houses tn a London suburb. But in spite of the cli- 
mate there appears no attempt to achieve the semi-tropi- 
cal in decoration, even to the extent of one Canari- 
ensis. 

Climbing a hill, we get the birdseye view. Brisbane 
is seen to spread itself, like Rome, over several low hills, 
round which the river twines its glittering links. The 
warehouse and shipping quarter is located snugly in the 
elbow of one of these turns, and its main street thus 
contrives to have a wharf at either end. Against the 
dark green shrubbery the red roofs of the city produce 
as striking a color contrast as a Yorkshire village, whose 
red tiles gleam in the midst of meadows. These, how- 
ever, are the celebrated “tin roofs” of Australia, the 
“thin tin crackling roof” of Kipling’s ballad, which are 
really made of corrugated iron and painted. Sheets of 
this material figure largely in colonial import lists. It 
is used for ali kinds of construction, from the city wool 
warehouse to the shepherd's hut. Easily put up, it is a 
great convenience, especially in a country where the 
lumber does not run to shingles; but it makes a hot roof 
and a noisy one, on which a shower of rain drums with 
a thundering gound. 

Outward from the city the river leads the eye into blue 
distances which stir the imagination with the vastness 
they hint of. Here we stand near the southern boundary 
of a country more than twice the*size of Texas, with a 
coast line that runs«up within eleven degrees of the 
equator. This land around Brisbane is a white man's 
country; away to.the north, where Queensland abuts on 
Torres Straits, lies a hot jungle country, still infested by 
savage tribes, and so little known that De Rougemont 
was safe in laying there the scene of the Munchausen 
adventures with which he hoaxed the Geographical 
ety and a London magazine. 

Our vague glances into these immensities come to a 
focus under the guidance of a Queenlander who happens 
along. Bearded and gray, he is evidently an “old iden- 
tity.” By this curious phrase, which smells of printer's 
ink, Australian newspapers always refer to the pioneer 
settler. In his time he had been all around Queens- 
land. With a wave of his arm, he indicates away there 
in the west the Darling Down country, where the state 
borders on New: South Wales. Who. that has read 
Bolderwood’s tales fails to remember this famous tract 
of rich pasture land, where the homes and principali- 
ties of the rich squatters lie? Farther inland, we should 
arrive at the dry, desert core of the Australian apple, the 
Never-Never country, as the black fellows call it, where 
if men go in they never come out, which is never going 
to be any good unless water can be drawn from the skies 
to irrigate its riveriess wastes. He points to the Craig 
range, a chain of picturesque purple peaks, which we 
judge to be a hundred miles or so from Brisbane, as a 
guidepost to the location of the gold fields.

This is a custom ob- 
served in many dry countries; in none is it more imper- 
ative than Australia, in spite of the fact that Austra- 
lians hold the world’s record as imbibers of tea. So we 
part with the “old identity” in a public house, a real 
“pub” with a sign above the door, and return across 
the bridge to North Brisbane. 


Undoubtedly “White Australia” is no vain cry. The 
bars are down here against all the colored races. Prob- 
ably there are a few Chinese in some quarter, old-timers, 
“left-overs;” but a composite photograph of the people 
on parade in Queen street would reveal neither Asiatic 
nor African features. Dark complexions there are, but 
the pigment is adventitious and a sign of occupation. 
At the other end of the line Vancouver’s population is 
one-sixth Asiatic. The immigration to Queensland is 
preponderantly British, with some influx of Germans. 


It is interesting to note how old-country customs take 
root and flourish here. The banks are money. shops, 
where crisp white notes and gold from the local mints 
are handed to the customer across a mahogany coun- 
ter, which is broad enough to keep long arms away from 
the till whence the teller scoops coins in a small shovel. 
There is no grille, no wire caging, and this in the land 
of bush rangers, of “robbery under arms.” After all, 
the closest wiring does not seem to make our »anks 
proof against the scientific hold-up man, with his giant 
powder. 


Government buildings in new countries are not gen- 
erally attractive. They lack the stamp of time, and 
are mostly patterned on the pillar and portico style.

‘A Democrat in His Early Days. 


Born in the year 1814, the son of a Whig father, he 
had been in sentiment a Democrat from boyhood, his 
favorable disposition to the Democratic party as against 
paternal predilections occurring during his attendance 
at Kenyon College by reason of a miniature disunion 
struggle there between northern and southern students 
over President Jackson's action on the nullification pro- 
ceedings led by Calhoun in South Carolina. Stanton, 
described by his old playmate Louis A. Walker, as being 
at that time a “masterful boy, imperious and of invin- 
cible energy,” became from that date and event a re- 
morseless champion of nationality and the Union, al- 
though through all changes in the attitude of parties 
he had remained professionally a Democrat. This cir- 
cumstance and his great reputation as a lawyer secured 

afor him late in the year 1860 the appointment of attor- 
“pey-general in the Cabinet of Buchanan. At that time 
and for many months later he was a bitter and out- 
spoken enemy of Mr. Lincoln, who had then been nomi- 
nated and elected to the presidency. 


: Was a Unionist. 


_ He was a Democrat opposed to slavery, but, with 
many of his party, a firm upholder of the laws constitu- 
tionally enacted for its protection. There was in him, 
however, a more powerful sentiment. It was his life- 
Jong predilection and passion for the Union. His 
strenuous and at last successful battling, as the . legal 
adviser of his cabinet, against Buchanan’s policy of 
yielding to the South, attracted to him the attention 
and admiration of Mr. Lincoln, who, without previous 
consultation with him, appointed him, although a Demo- 

erat, his Secretary of War. These two great men, to be 
henceforth as twin pillars in upbuilding the edifice of 
the nation, had not hitherto personally met and did not 
meet until Stanton presented himself to receive his com- 
mission. Becoming speedily Lincoln’s ardent personal 
and political friend, he was to be thereafter the chief 

. motive power of his administration. 


Patriotism Above Partisanship. 


I note these curious circumstances of his earlier ca- 
reer, because the great War Secretary is associated in 
the popular mind chiefly with the historic Cabinet en- 
gaged in the suppression of the Rebellion, and as the 
most radical of its Republican members. In our na- 
tional history there is no more curious incident than 
the coming together in intimate official and personal as- 
sociation of these two great men, Lincoln and Stanton, 
of directly antagonistic political views. There could be 
no circumstance more illustrative of the magnanimity 

* of Lincoln in choosing as his Secretary a political and 
persona] enemy, and none more representative of the 
patriotism of Stanton than his acceptance, for the same 
patriotic motive, of a position under a chief whom he

se disliked to the point of personal hatred. But almost

Religious and Emotional. | : | 


As was necessary in his case, with almost the whole 
nation’s burdens if not existence, at times, upon his 
shoulders, he was a remorseless economizer of his time. 
He was devoutly religious and deeply and peculiarly 
emotional by nature. No man in the national service, 
not even Lincoln himself, had a kinder or more gener- 
ous heart though, by reason of his incisive official deal- 
ings, this was not popularly understood. Generally his 
emotions were repressed by his rigid sense of official 
duty toward the nation, in the love and defense of 
which they were so largely absorbed. Whenever, as 
was his habit, he addressed delegations of private sol-

diers occasionally arriving at the department, his tones 
were tremulous with feeling and his eyes filled with 
fears. To these addresses I occasionally listened along 
with the whole body of the department’s employés. 
Toward meritorious military officers his manner was 
warmly affectionate, as in the cases of Grant, Hancock, 
Sheridan and others whose énergy and success he great- 
ly admired. To others, of whatever rank, delinquent 
as soldiers, he was stern and imperious and, in cases 
of marked failure of duty, merciless. His severity with 


him many powerful and influential enemies; this fact 
obscuring his great merits during his lifetime and his 
fame after his death. ; 
Impartial and Judicial. | 

In spite, however, of his quick temper exercised only 
in behalf of the interests of the government, it was his 


-aim to be*impartial and judicial and, with his stern con- 


scientiousness and highly trained legal mind, it is doubt- 
ful whether in any instance he ever performed substan- 
tial injustice. Whatever harshness of temper he ex- 
hibited was, as I have said, inspired by the public inter- 
est and never by personal resentment or animosity, to 
which he was wholly superior. .To public accusations 
of himself, which were abundant, and generally as false 
as frequent, he never made reply, being wholly ab- 
sorbed in his duties to the country, apparently indif- 
ferent to personal repute. It was an almost unparalleled 
self-abnegation, an abnegation for time and of his fame 
in history, as he well knew. Under his tremendous 
burdens he consciously sacrificed himself for the life 
of the nation. 

In a room adjoining his private office the Secretary

|is the very heart of the Riviera, where the mountains 
are highest, the sea the biuest and the vegetation the 
most luxuriant. “Little Africa” it is called, and African 
it looks, with its sun-scorched slopes and exotic verdure. 
Looking down from the Corniche the Mediterranean is 
seen, far below, with perhaps some white town or vil- 
lage stretching along the strip of ground between the 
mountains and the sea. The lower slopes are covered 
with olive groves, and the cliffs, wherever they afford 
the slightest foothold, are terraced and culivated. 
Massive stone walls, often thirty feet high, are built to 
uphold even a few square yards of soil; on these hang- 
ing gardens are grown delicious winter vegetables that 
are exported for the delectation of London and Paris. 
Here and there a mountain torrent rushes down some 
marrow ravine, clusters of pines cling in shady spots, 
or clumps of pricxly pears and century plants, grow out 
of the crevices of the rocks. On detached rocky points 
little villages, so gray and . weather-beaten as to be 
hardly distinguished from the mountain, cluster around 
the crumbling ruins of some old castle. Roccabruna and 
La Turbia are the best-known of these eyries, but Eze, 
perched on its rock 1300 feet above the sea, is the most 
picturesque, and is in itself an epitome of the romantic, 
bloodstained history of the coast. The railroad runs 
along the seashore and at the foot of the Rock of Eze is 
a station and a little hotel, where one can breakfast 
among the orange trees, almost within reach of the 
spray that dashes on the shore beneath. From here, a 
path climbs up to Eze, but people who are unused to 
walking would better take one of the donkeys that may 
be engaged at the foot for the trip. ‘

Nice and 
Mentone have not.been part of France so very long, but 
the forty-odd years*that have elapsed since their cession 
have -sufficed to stamp them as unmistakably French. 
At Ventimiglia Italy begins: everything is a little more 
out at elbows, a little more picturesque, and considerably 
dirtier. There are more rags, more beggars, and Bordi- 
ghera, with its palms, is like a bit of Calabria set down 
within sight of the Alps. 


The palms of Bordighera are world-famous. There is, 
of course, a legend connected with them, which in this 
case has, for a legend, the entirely superfluous merit of 
being true. It is the well-known story of the man who, 
when the obelisk in St. Peter’s Square at Rome was be- 
ing raised, called out to “wet the ropes” and saved the 
mass of stone from falling. Being told to choose his re- 
ward, he asked that his native piace, Bordighera, should 
be given the monopoly of supplying the palm branches 
used in the Palm Sunday festival at Rome. That was in 
1534, but Bordighera still enjoys its “palm trust,” and 
the odor of sanctity thus engendered has caused it to 
be the principal source of supply of palm branches for 


in Bordighera; they usurp the place of the olive as the 
principal feature of the landscape, covering whole hill- 
sides, growing thickly, in all shapes and sizes, from the 
three-century-old giant down to the baby bunch-of 
green-feathers-stuck-in-the-zround state. Those who 
would see these palm groves in their beauty must do so 
early in the year, before the annual crop of branches is 
harvested; after Easter the palms present a sadly bald 
and shorn appearance. The town of Bordighera is a 
quiet, pictureaque place, girt round by mountains, 
washed by the bluest of seas, and shadowed by its whis- 
pering palms. There is more of nature and less of fash- 
ion than at Nice or Monaco, and the winter residents 
are mainly those attracted by the quiet beauty of the 
place. .. 

But after all it is Monte Carlo that is the chief at- 
traction of the Riviera. The most gorgeous settings of 
nature’are somewhat tame without human interest, and 
at Monte Carlo may be seen every possible variation of 
humanity, from reigning royalty down to the beggars in 
the streets, all moving together with a certain democ- 
racy. Before the goddess of chance all men are equal; 
she deals out her favors, or her blows, without apparent 
regard for the personality of the recipient. 

The principality of Monacp, the smallest independent 
monarchy in the world, is three miles long by two miles 
broad: it is ruled by the Grimahiij family, the Princes 
of Monaco, and supports a standing army of six men. 
The town of Monaco, perched on the rock, consists of 
three streets and the huge palace; but since the coming 
of M. Blanc, and his gambling establishment, the whole 
principality has been built up into practically one large 
city of villas and hotels. The gambling house pays al! the 
municipal expenses, and the inhabitants live free from 
taxation: the townsfolk are debarred from entering the 
Casino, except on one day in the year, when the whole 
population throngs up to the gaming tables to take a 
throw out of the tricky goddess. 

What revenue the Prince derives from the Casino is 
not known, but it is variously estimated at from half a 
million to one million dollars per annum. The Princess 
of Monaco is an American lady who thought to gratify 
her social ambitions by a marriage with a reigning sov- 
ereign: but she found that, owing to his connection with 


the gambling-house, the Prince was officially frowned 
upon by the courts of Europe, notwithstanding the fact 
that they provide a large percentage of its supporters.

The Princess was 
thus cheated of her hopes until she gained the ear of 
Queen Victoria, who consented to receive the Prince and 
Princess, provided the former gave his promise that the 
Casino should be suppressed. Accordingly all Europe 
was astonished when the Queen of England, the very in- 
carnation of British respectability, entertained, with the 
honors due to reigning sovereigns, the Prince and Prin- 
cess of notorious Monaco. But time went on, fhe Casino 
still ran wide open, and it was soon evident that the 
Prince either could not, or would not, keep his side of 
the bargain. Since then the sudden friendship between 
the courts of St. James and Monaco has cooled, and an- 
— international marriage has been written down a 


The Prince is a clever scientist, and spends most of — 


his time in his yacht, dredging up the floor of the ocean, 
and writing learned treatises on the flora and fauna of 
the deep sea. 

No expense has been spared at Monte Carlo to make a 
naturally lovely spot lovelier still,. The gardens of the 
Casino are alone worth crossing the ocean to see, and 
even the glaring “bride-cakey” architecture of the Ca- 
sino is toned down by the glowing gorgeousness of its 
setting. The attire of the visitors is in. keeping with 
the riot of color all around, the flocks of human swal- 
lows who fly here for the winter vying in their plumage 
with the iridiscent hues of sea, sky and vegetation. 
Monte Carlo is the great trying-out place for the auto- 
crats of Paris fashions; it is here that the styles for the 


coming spring and summer are launched, while yet Paris 


and Vienna are'in the grip of winter. At the Casino one 
of the finest orchestras in the world gives free concerts 
every day; these concerts are one of the great baits 
of the management, it is such a commendable excuse to 
“run up to the Casino to the music.” Once under

The Romans ofythe Middle Ages were troubled not at 
all by the intermingling strata of their city. If some 
stately marble columns protruded half their length 
through the accumulation of débris, they regarded their 
presence as so much less labor and built a house, the 
roof of whose porch rested on these pillars. This sort 
of conglomerate building is no uncommon sight today. 

Many travelers, thinking only of the ancient Alba 
Longa built up on the seven hills, are astonished, on 
their first visit, by the fashion of the modern city. Car- 
riages of the latest pattern and powerful automobiles 
filled with women dressed in Paris creations and men 
in London clothes are in constant procession in the 
streets; yet underneath this gay parade the ground is 
honeycombed by miles of catacombs of the early Chris- 
tians. One sees the same style as on the thoroughfares 
of Paris and New York. The happy, care-free tempera- 
ment of the Italians, the money of the Americans, and 
the ingenuity of the French, make a combination that 
supplies Rome with a rush of hilarious pleasure and un- 
ceasing enjoyment. The crumbling walls and the pro- 
fusion of temples, first pagan, then Christian, make a 
setting that is so attractive and so appealing to the im- 
agination that it has no equal. Here, in winter, the 
wealthy Americans and Europeans throng to be warmed 
by the Italian sun, quieted by the music of the great 
cathedrals, and to-be entertained by each other. 

Rapid progress on the streets is always frustrated by 
beggars, who invariably have ten children and a

blind father and mother. Little boys pursue you and 
stand in front of you beseeching you artfully to buy their 
postal cards and mosaics. The streets are so full of mo- 
saics that it seems as if they must have been made by 
machinery in Pittsburgh.

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GARDEN PESTS. 


THE Spray Pump a NECESSITY IN 
Every LARGE GARDEN. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


N every garden of size or note itis necessary to have 
material and equipment for fighting insect pests and 
plant diseases. it often occurs that both may be over- 
come with one and the same treatment which greatly 
simplifies the work of keeping the garden in a state of 
perfect health. The spray pump has become a neces- 


7 sity in all well-ordered gardens, more especially for 


warfare against fungous diseases by the use of Bor- 
deaux mixture. An application of this mixture of cop- 
per sulphate and lime is not only a cure for, but a pre- 
ventive of fungi in nearly all forms. Aside from its 


value in checking or preventing disease it appears to 


act as a tonic on many plants not in robust health. The 
only point that may be urged against its free use is 
that it adheres to the foliage for some time and is not 
of a particularly pleasing shade of color. Its benefits, 
however, far outweigh its unsightliness, and such ma 
terials, as a rule, need be used but once a year. ;

| Need of Small Parks.

At this time of 
the year the whole families would like to take evening 
strolis in a park while yet somewhat of day remained.

Growing Appreciation of Street Trees. 


The care of street trees is rapidly becoming one of the 
business propositions of the municipality, especially 
since some of the eastern courts placed a high money 
value upon them in judgments for damages resulting 
from suits by property owners against public service 
companies using overhead wires for the transmission 
of the electric current. Ruthless destruction and irre- 
trievable damage was done to the street trees in the 
early days of wire stringing, and so far as the trees 
were concerned, those in chgrge.of construction had ap- 


in regard to them. Since the decisions of the courts 


greater care is exercised in erecting wire systems, and 
a higher regard for street trees seems so to have spread 
over the country that ordinances and State laws are 
being freely enacted in many localities to protect them. 


STREET-CAR EVOLUTION.

but two horses could not go any faster than one horse 
since they had doubled the size of the car; so inventive 
genius kept the Patent Office up nights examining their 
claims for improvements in street railways. 


The most popular of these improvements were the 
“dummies,” steam engines mounted on wheels and 
boxed up to make them attractive. Their popularity 
was short-lived in the cities, however, but suburbanites 
consented to ride behind them long after they had dis- 
appeared from the city streets. But, until Lieut. Frank 
G. Sprague, U.S.N. (resigned,) built the first successful 
electric railway in 1888, the “dummies” were the only 
things the suburbanites had to ride behind. 


The gap between the “dummies” and Sprague’s electric 
railway, however, was about twenty years wide, and it 
was filled with numerous attempts to help the eager pas- 
sengers to hurry. The cable system was one of these. 
The first cable road was laid in San Francisco in 1873 by 
Andrew §8. Hallidie, Henry Root, Asa E. Hoevy and 
William Eppelsheimer. The originator of the idea, 
however, was E. 8. Gardiner of Philad-!phia, who sug- 
gested the plan some time prior to the actual building. 


The cable served its useful purpose for eighteen years, 

when it was electrified by the motor-car promoters; that 
is, electric conductor rails were strung ‘a the cable con- 
duits ana the wire rope hauled out. The dynamo had 
been perfected and electricity was a commercial motive 
power; therefore, the electric street railway of 1888 was 
a suceess. Before that, attempts had been made to op- 
erate street cars by various kinds of magnetic engines. 
In 1835 Thomas Davenport, a blacksmith, built a rail- 
way in Springfield, Mass., over which he operated a car 
driven by an electric magnet motor, and twelve years 
later Prof. Moses Farmer*brought out another electro- 
magnetic motor, but they never passed beyond the ex- 
perimental! stage. 
The rea} beginning of the American electric street- 
railway system was the Union Passenger Railway of 
Richmond, Va., equipped by Lieut. Sprague and opened 
for service on the first day of February, 1888. It was a 
“troller” line—“trolley” is the word in use now. City 
Officials soon saw the danger of overhead wires in the 
crowded city, and their precautions led to the under- 
ground system, a system that is familj«r to all, for ex- 
amples good and bad are on constant exhibition in the 
streets of our cities and even in the towns that are just 
growing into cities.

It is practic- 
ally a cage for feeding chicks in a mixed flock. Place 
the chick feed in the cage, the little ones can run in 
and out, while the larger ones are prevented ty the 
closeness of the slats. Its size and manner of buildiag 
is optional, depending almost wholly on the material 
readily available and the number of chicks to be ac- 
commodated. We have used the same idea, with two- 
inch mesh wire netting on three sides and top having 
slats only on the remaining side. Being light, the whole 
cage can be moved anywhere in the yard at pleasure. 


Susie Monkeys With an Incubator. 


And so, Susie, you have been gaining experince in 
artificial hatching, and report negative results. This of 
course, leads to the inference that you did not explicitly 
follow the instructions of the manufacturer of your ma- 
chine; for, bear in mind, Susie, that your particular 
machine has been on the market, to the writer’s certain 
knowledge, for about twenty years. Hence it is fair 
to ume that he would know about how to run the 
thing for results. Your experience brings to mind Sister 
Jennie’s experience along similar lines. Her’s was a hot- 
water machine, and taking the water gauge for the 
reservoir’ proper, she preceeded to fill the gauge and 
heat her up. Well, it did, and melted all the solder off 


_the reservoir proper and came near burning down the 


building in which the incubator was situated. For you 
see, Susie, it is always best to be guided when you don’t 
know, 
higher mathematics; to the contrary, Susie, it is quite 
simple, only you must do certain things, and most de- 
cidedly avoid doing others. If you are in a receptive 
mood this beautiful morning, Susie, we will venture to 
state a few of the essentials that go to pulling off a 
successful hatch of eggs via the artificial! route. 

_ And in this connection we take it for granted, Susie, 
that you can see straight, and that at the beginning 
you will be quite sure that the wooden hen is sitting 
perfectly level; otherwise even with a steady flame in 
your lamp, she will be quite apt to distribute heat un- 
evenly over the eggs. Of course, Susie dear, you have 
taken the precaution to use only the best oil—which 
will save you annoyance from smoke and a sooty chim- 
ney. You have white and brown eggs from several 
breeds bought at the store? Oh, that’s bad. For re- 
member, Susie dear, that brown eggs are usually tougher 
shelled than white, and that a miscellaneous lot are un- 
certain as to age and fertility. A much safer and better 
way would be for you to buy your eggs of one breeder, 
from some responsible poultryman who makes a spe- 
cialty of eggs for hatching. This will insure you better 
fertility and stronger chicks. Having your machine in 
condition per instructions from the maker, be sure that 
it is situated in an even temperature, For this purpose 
many prefer a cellar, though that is not essential; 
See that the thermometer 
works right, and that your burner is free from dirt and 
kept scrupulously clean. Now then the artificial hen is 


sitting for business. Your instructions will tell you to 


commence turning the eggs about the third day, night 
and morning, stopping about the eighteenth day; after 
that let her work out her own destiny. When you see 
‘em pipping out of the shell, let matters rest. At the 


expiration of the first week you should commence to 


“test out” the unfertile eggs, and again at the end of the 
second week; by this you will eliminate not only the 
“biank tickets in the game, but later on the aroma of 
certain hen fruits which does not suggest the perfumes 
of Arabia by a long ways. When the strong chicks are 
all “out” and dried off they can be removed to a brooder 
and started along the primrose path of chicken dalliance, 
which in its last analysis usually leads to the block and 
to the pot. Sad, isn’t it, Susie? But hungry man has 
a soft tooth for chicken meat, and his capacious maw 
knows no policy nor ornithological forbearance when 
he’s hungry. Fried chicken a la Maryland, in such cases, 
usually carries the day. Possibly, Susie, you also are

Cull to the Standard. 


The time to cull is upon us, and the conceits of poul- 
try keepers effluving. We think we know how to cull 
as we like anyhow.

Unless long in the 
business and familiar with the standard of perfection, 
expecting to cull, we slaughter. The novice should 
head advice and get out his Standard, or get to the 
poultry supply house and buy one.

If a fine flock of Buff Leg- 
horns has produced one blue-legged hen, though she be a 
beauty, yield not to individual taste; do not keep her 
with the standards. The should have yellow legs, and 
though blue legs on a buff bird are pretty to the color- 
ist, the standard says no, and refrain from wanting 
to create a blue-legged strain of Buff Leghorns. The 
mongrels have blue legs generally. Do not yield to in- 
dividual taste, but conform to standard requirements. 
If a beautiful Barred Rock pullet has a dark bill or 
legs, throw her out, and save the bright yellow-legged 
and billed. Now is a good time to begin eating the poor 
specimens, makes one feel other things are doing ‘n ihe 
poultry yards. As the hens begin to moult the better 
specimens get bigger, and when eggs are very slow the 
bigger specimens are a nice return for expended labor. 
Keep the culled specimens by themselves and feed them 
for eating, while the others should be fed for continu- 


ance of fine form and feathers. :

When- 
ever the hot morning mash is not rich, or the filling 
mostly bran, we put in the feed to help out. it keeps 
better, if in a high, dry place, and must not get musty 
from standing in a sack on the ground. 

To A. V. B., Riverside: It is not unusual for a Wyan- 
dotte stag-cock to be cross and vicious, and is not a 
sign of poor breeding. To go into the pen with a 
demonstration invites a fight; yet one has to se!f-pro- 
tect. In breeding Dorkings the writer has’ had only 
two fighting sires in fourteen years; has one at present 
so important that a fox terrier dog is taken into the 
pen to entertain him, while the drinking dishes are be- 
ing washed and eggs gathered. He puts both feet to- 
gether and jumps high, spurring about a foot and a half 
from the ground. The force with which he strikes 
is fierce. Striking a robust caretaker on the shin one 
morning, when feeding carelessly, he nearly doubled the 
offended leg up, and severe kicking and rapid backing 
out of the pen was hastily resorted to. Generally, how- 
ever, a cross sire is a good business fellow. 7 

A fancier from Searchlight writes: “It is a common 
practice to take chicks away from the hen as they hatch 
out, keep them in a basket all day, and return them 
to their mother at night. It is supposed that if not so 
treated the little ones are liable to get smothered or 
killed in some way.” This is a practice not to be com- 
mended. Lifting the hen every hour to see if another 
chick has broken through its shell is not only a very 
disagreeable distraction or worse to hen and chickens, 
but it is a waste of time and care for the owner. The 
hen understands her business; she is best left alone. 
Chicks are seldom killed in a flat-bottom roomy nest; 
that misfortune occurs frequently, however, in nests 
which have a “well” in the center, causing the chicks to 
roll together in a heap. 


Grains from the Grit Box.

This fly, known to entomologists as Dacus cucurbitae, 


was noticed first by Byron O. Clark, formerly of Pasa- | 


dena but for many years a prominent official and fruit 
grower at Pearl City, Oahu. This discovery was made 
in 1897 and in two years all attempts at raising melons 
on that island were abandoned, so rapid was the spread 
of this pest. The female fly, by means of her strong 
ovipositer pierces the epidermis of the melon, or other 
host plant or fruit, and prepares just beneath the sur- 
face. in the tissue, an egg-chamber, into which through 
the one incision are deposited egEs, sometimes number- 
ing fifteen.

Alcoho! from Fruit Waste. 


CORRESPONDENT in the upper Sacramento w:.es 
“ inquiring if it would pay to try to utilize the waste 
products of the orchard and cannery for the manufac- 
ture of denatured alcohol. It would pay far better to 
: ' reduce the waste fruit by the production of a maximum 
foe of the merchantable quality. In lessening the quantity 
od of unmarketable fruit in an orchard the grower must 
: perforce raise the gtandard of excellence in his entire 
crop. There is no way to improve a part without im- 
proving the whole output. With this view of the case it 
is useless to talk of utilizing the waste when it is so 
much better in price and yield to take your alcohol- 
making energies and use them in bettering your horti- 

culture. 
One hundred pounds of apples will produce about five 
pounds of alcohol, or five-sevenths of a gallon, worth 
perhaps 30 cents. We have no means of estimating the 
cost of making 30 cents worth of alcohol from fruit 
waste, but we know it cOsts about 30 cents to make a 
gallon of industrial alcohol from corn. In the latter case 
but 56 pounds of raw material has to be handled to pro- 
duce 2°7 gailons of alcohol, while in the fruit waste 100 
pounds must be worked to produce less than one gallon. 
Another consideration is that no one knows the alcoholic 
product of average fruit-farm waste—culls, over-ripe and 
immature fruit.

If there is 
a group who do not believe in care and who will not 
take it, or pay for it, I would let them have the brands 
they have always had, amd adopt new ones for those 
who have the work doneecarefully. The past two years 
have shown that new brands, wel) handled, have dis- 
placed some of the old favorites, and good work is 
quickly appreciated by the trade. Such a body of grow- 
ers will either gladden a manager’s heart—or break his 
back if he does not respond. This is the first and best 
item in “packing-house equipment.” 

The second jtem is the picking crew, and the main 
force in that is the foreman. I do not believe the best 


the fruit from the tree to the car. In no other way 
can you fix responsibility. The grower should do noth- 
ing but watch and help the foreman, unless he will work 
in the crew with the other pickers and under the fore- 
man. The grower must expect to pay more for picking 
when clipper cutting and long stems are not tolerated. 
No picker can pick as many boxes of perfect work—fifty 
boxes is about the limit, and where fruit is small it may 
drop to thirty-five boxes. In my own experience con- 
stant inspection at the packing-house is necessary to 
insure perfect work. Several times when fruit was 
small the men would pick faster than before, and we

The elevator, the clamp truck and the rustler were 
all undesirable features in equipment. We have cut 
out the elevator by dropping the floor of the house be- 
low the grading table twenty inches, so we feed on the 

When 


If the fruit is dirty we grade it 
out and clean it. If one child is sick it is better to dose 
it and not give medicine to the entire family. We use 
Stebler’s automatic dumper and sizer, which eliminates 
the desire of the human dumper to shove the fruit down 
with the edge of the box. We have a piece of canvas, 
with a board attached, so that it meets the box as it 
comes up, and covers enough of it to make the oranges 
crumble down inside the box instead of fiying out. They 
fall on rubber hose spaced apart to let the buttons, 
sticks, etc., fall through at once, but clean picking has 
almost cut them out. The hopper below the hose grat- 
ing is smooth, hard board, as the fruit does not fall 
on it. 7 

We use Praed canvas bins. When packed the boxes 
are placed on Alvey-Ferguson ball-bearing roller con- 
veyors, 26 inches high, the height of the press. The 
most perfect press I know of is made by Mr. Covey of 
Riverside. The fruit is clamped sideways, away from 
the edge of the box, before it is pressed down, and it 
seems to prevent injury when carefully handled. When 
nailed, the boxes are shoved on the conveyor and run by 
gravity into the end of the car if needed, or off to the 
side of the house to be stacked. 

Not all of the work in our house is adapted to all 
other houses, but the determined growers, the intelli- 
gent manager, the picking crew, the careful hauling and 
handling are, after all, the best equipment for any 
house, and when you have these no device that can 
possibly do injury to fruit will be tolerated. 

Let us pick and pack our fruit to save ourselves loss, 
now that the Department of Agriculture has spent $36,- 
000 to show us how to minimize decay, knowing that the 
trade will pay us well if we save them loss. When 
dealers find out that most decay is preventable it will 
be hard to sell fruit that has been carelessly handled. _ 
I presume “Packing House Equipment” was assigned 
to me .because the commissioner thought there was 
something unusual in my house in the way of “equip- 
ment.”

Having no lemons, 
we coddled what we had and the oranges got the easy 
handling. They have responded, as Mr. Powell pre- 
dicted they would, and the market seems to be ap- 
preciating the care. I think the packing-house equipment 
has been a smal] factor only. It is care, not equip- 
ment, that has done most to lessen tdecay. No equip- 
ment will take the place of anxious, systematic care 
from the tree to the car. I am forced to this conclusion 
by finding houses which have a less careful equipment 
than ours, but whosetcare and haulage is of the best. I 
would rather take my packing-house and pick, haul and 
pack for it with care, than take the costliest equipment 
designed for careful handling and rush fruit through it, 
so care could not be given. 

It was a mystery to me how Mr. Chapman could sel!

Later I knew of a packer saying “Mr. Powell is a 
humbug.” I looked in the market report and saw this 
packer’s fruit sold at $2.40 for extra fancy, when ‘three 
“orchard runs” sold for over $3. That proved it nega- | 
tively, and I built a house with an oak shield on the 
corner, on which, in gold letters is inscribed: 

“In gratitude to the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the Bureau of Plant Industry, G. Harold 
Powell and his staff, this building is dedicated to the 
careful handling of citrus fruit.” 

It is not dedicated to “equipment.”

The combination of checks is so complete that Mr. 
Sample would know within twenty minutes if a single 
bill were missing, but he has never had occasion to 
test this knowledge except twice within fifteen years. 
Only two attempts have ever been made to steal] the 
money of the government while it is in this stage of its 
history. 

On one occasion many years ago a pressman passing 
a pile of notes upon the table of his neighbor slipped 
the top sheet under his blouse without being observed 
and carried it with him into the lavatory, where he was 
suceessful in concealing it. The theft was discovered 
within five minutes and it was clearly apparent that he 
alone could be guilty, although the evidence was purely 
circumstantial. No one saw him take the money. 
Therefore he was not arrested and was never publicly 
charged with the crime. But he was dismissed from the 
service and he knew the reason why. The bills were 
never recovered. He probably destroyed them, as they 
did not appear in circulation. 

On one occasion eight or ten years ago a colored 
messenger whose business was to hau! the money 
about on a cart slipped a loose sheet into his pocket un- 
observed while passing between the printing and count- 
ing-rooms. This theft was also unseen, but the responsi- 
bility was fastened upon him. The pile of notes was 
complete when it left the printer, for it was counted 
and registered automatically ‘in the press. When it 
reached the counting-room one sheet was missing and 


‘the package had not been out of the possession of the 


colored messenger in the meantime. Therefore he alone 
was responsible, and as he could not offer any satisfac- 
tory explanation he, too, was dismissed from the service, 
but was not prosecuted because there was no direct proof

The Science of Eating. , | 

FE XPERIMENTS at Yale University, conducted dur- 


ing the past few years by Prof. Russell Chittenden, 

have been of much importance, and have done much 
to greatly modify previously accepted theories in regard 
to the amount of food necessary to sustain health and 
vigor, especially in regard to the necessary amount of 
proteid food. Prof. Chittenden’s book, “Physiological 
Economy in Nutrition,” was reviewed here over a year 
ago. A later book by Prof. Chittenden is entitled “The 
Nutrition of Man.” It is a book of over three hundred 
pages. While primarily written for physicians, the lan- 
guage of the book is so plain and simple that it may 


_ readily be understood by any person who has devoted a 


little study to the subject of dietetics. 


Referring to digestion, the author shows that it is not 
so simple a process as is usually supposed, but ig in- 
deed “an obscure physiological problem.” In regard to 
the construction of living protoplasm, Prof. Chittenden 
declares that we know nothing, and probably never shall 
know anything, as it is a process like that of bringing 
the dead to life. 

As in the case of fuel burned by engines, a large pro- 
portion of energy is lost in the human body—about 
65 per cent. of the energy of the food is used in con- 
nection with external muscular work. May it not be 

Sgested that the thorough mastication of food, as 

ommended by Fletcher, would increase this ef- 
ficiency? Also that some recent investigators deny that 
we derive energy and heat from food, claiming that it is 
renewed during sleep, from some unknown outer source. 

As showing the greatly increased consumption of oxy- 
gen brought about by exercise the author mentions that 
simply walking along a level suffices to increase the 
consumption of oxygen threefold over what occurs when 
the body stands at rest. 

Answering the argument that much proteid food is 
needed, because people have been in the habit of eat- 
ing that way, Prof. Chittenden says: 

“The argument that because the people of a country, 


- constituting a given class, eat a certain amount of pro- 


teid food daily, the quantity so consumed must be an 
indication of the amount needed to meet the require- 
ments of the body is as faulty as the argument that 
because people of a given community are in the habit of 
consuming a certain amount of wine each day at dip- 
ner their bodies must necessarily be in need of the 
‘stimulant, and that consequently alcohol is a true 
physiological requirement. A large proportion of man- 
kind is addicted to the tobacco habit, and to many per- 


-gons the after-dinner cigar is as essential to comfort 


as the dinner itself; but would any one think of arguing 
that tobacco is one of the physiological needs of the 
body?” 

As the author says, in another place: “The smooth 
running of men’s bodily machinery calls for exercise of 
reason and intelligence and is not to be entrusted solely 
to the dictation of blind instinct, or the leadings of a 
capricious appetite.” 

The author says further: 

“If it is true that the demands of the body for pro- 
teid food—which of all foods is the most expensive— 
are fully met by an amount equal to one-half that ordi- 
narily consumed, and that health and strength are more 
satisfactorily maintained thereby, it is easy to see how 
the acquisition of dietary habits leading to consumption 
of food in harmony with physiological needs will result 
in a fruitful twofold economy, viz., economy in ex- 
penditure, and of still greater moment, economy in the 
activities of the body, by which food and its waste prod- 
ucts are cared for.” ) 

A chapter is devoted to the results of experiments 
made in feeding dogs on high and low proteid dietaries. 
As mentioned here on several occasions, such experi- 
ments on the lower animals are of dubious value, and 
are frequently misleading, owing to the difference in the 
structure and functioning of those animals from that 
of men. In the dog, for instance, the digestive juices 
are vastly stronger than those of a human being. How- 
ever, these experiments made by Prof. Chittenden at 


least lack the element of needless cruelty that is in- 


volved in vivisection. 

The author expresses appreciation of the benefits de- 
rived from bacteriology, an appreciation which the edi- 
tor of the Care of the Body cannot share, for it has 
diverted much effort that might have been devoted to 
a more valuable investigation of the real causes of 
disease. 

The author indorses the platitude that “the ideal diet 
is found in a judicious admixture of foodstuffs of both 
animal and vegetable origin,” whereas, as frequently 
stated here, the “mixed diet” is the most illogical of al! 
diets, the only animal adopting such a diet being the 
hog. and then only when that animal has been “civi- 
lized” by man. The author has, however, a good word 
to say for a non-flesh dietary. He writes: | 


“As has been stated in several connections, a diet | 


which conforms to the true nutritive requirements of 
the body must necessarily lead toward vegetable foods. 
In no other satisfactory way can excess of proteid be

that the bacterial flora of carnivorous animals is quite 
different from that of herbivorous animals, and ‘his be- 
ing so, it is easy to see how a predominance of vege- 
table or animal food may modify the bacterial condi- 
tions of the intestinal tract in man.” 

As to table salt—chloride of sodium—while the author 
does not altogether condemn this slow poison, he points 
out that far too much is used. . 

There are two other dietetic tests which the editor of 
the Care of the Body would like to see Prof. Thittenden 
and his colleague, Prof. Fisher, undertake. The first is 
to decide whether the increased energy displayed by 
those who adopt a low proteid dietary is due entirely 
to the less amount of proteid consumed, or largely to 


the absence of flesh food. Personally, the editor of the 


Care of the Body is sure the latter is the case, ow'pg 
to the presence in flesh food of what Dr. Haig calls 
“fatigue products.” This test could be carried out by 
feeding one set of men on a dietary including a com- 


paratively ful] amount of proteid foods in the shape of 


flesh, and restricting the others to such proteid foods 
as pulse, nuts, cheese and eggs. 

A second test, that would be exceedingly valuable, is 
one to determine to what extent the nourishing qualities 
of food, especially the organic salts, are changed cr de- 
stroyed in cooking. A few experiments along this line 
have been made in Germany, on animals, the result 
showing that cooked foods underwent a great diminu- 
tion in nutritive qualities. This test could be made by 
giving one set of men cooked food and another set the 
same foods in*the raw state, choosing such foods as ure 


‘| appetizing when raw, such, for instance, as fruits, green 


corn, vegetables, eggs, oysters, etc. It was recently 
stated that Prof. Chittenden has been making experi- 
ments along these lines. 

The editor of the Care of the Body cecently received 
from Dr. Alexander Haig of London, with whom he cc- 


casionally corresponds, a letter with an article reprinted 


in pamphlet from the Edinburgh Medical Journal 
for December, 1907, under the heading “Physiological 
Economy in Nutrition—Is Not a Different Explanation 
Possible?” Dr. Haig is opposed to the lew proteid diet. 
In this arti-le he suggests that the increase in endur- 
ance shown in Prof. Chittenden’s tests are due, not to 
the extra chewing of the food or the small proportion of 
proteid, but to the dropping of meat an:! the consequent 
elimination of uric acid. As is well known, Dr. Haig is 
the leading proponent, and an enthusiastic advocate of 


the uric-acid theory. 


Dr. Haig shows that Japanese workmen, who are un- 
accustomed to flesh food, find that their power of en- 
durance is at once diminished by taking it. This, he 
believes, is due to the fact that the omission of uric- 
acid food diminishes friction in the machinery, espe- 
cially in the circulation and nutrition of muscles, the 
reverse effect being obtained in the case of these Japa- 
nese laborers. 

Dr. Haig asserts further that tests of sufficient dura- 
tion have not been made of the low-proteid dietary, and 
that if albumen is deficient the patient, for a time, can 
draw on his own force, and so loses weight, and ruch 
drawing on reserve can go on for twelve to eighteen. or 
even twenty-four months, until the reserves are ex- 
hausted, and then if the albumen is not increased, a 
breakdown is sure to result. 

As an additional instance of the increased endurance 
displayed by vegetarians, Dr. Haig cites the following 
case: 

“Only within the last few months (July, 1907,) a 
long-distance walking match was held at Berlin; for 
this there were twenty-nine starters, fifteen of them 
vegetarians and fourteen mixed feeders. Only six men 


came in at the finish, and of these five were vegetarians — 
and one a mixed-feeder, and the mixed-feeder was fith” | 


In addition to meat, Dr. Haig recommends abstention 
from tea, coffee and the pulses, all of which contain 
uric acid or their equivalents. As the editor of the Care
